'SPRAY' ADVICE 


FOR NEXT CROPS 


Adams county fruit growers, with 


the harvest of their 1937 fruit crop 
just completed and the problem of 
disposing of a great part of the 
apple crop yet unsolved, will re- 
ceive on Friday 
the first 
spray 


letter for the 1938 crop. 


The letter, which was prepared 


for mailing this morning in the 
office of County Agent M. T. Hart- 
man, 
announces a spray which is 


intended to control peach leaf curl 
and to reduce early twig infections 
of brown rot in the spring of 1938. 
The letter was^prepared by Dr. R^ 
S. Kirby. extension pathologist from 
Pennsylvania State college, in con- 
sultation with County Agent Hart- 
man. 


The fruitmen are instructed in 


the letter that the spray is to be 
applied while the peach buds are 
completely dormant. Fall spraying 
is recommended where leaf curl is 
the principal problem and 
early 


spring spraying where brown rot 
has caused the most serious trouble. 
Fall spraying with bordeaux may 
be started at once but where lime 
sulphur is used the spraying should 
be delayed until four weeks after 
the leaves are off to avoid injury- 


The orchardists are given their 


choice of two spray materials, but 
bordeaux is recommended as being 
decidedly more effective in prevent- 
ing brown rot than lime sulphur. 
Growers are told to use the ma- 
terials best suited to conditions in 
their orchards. The optional mix- 
tures are: Bordeaux 
containing 


eight pounds of bluest^ne to 100 
gallons of spray; or lime sulphur 
mixture with a specific gravity of 
1.03 of approximately 10 gallons of 
concentrated lime sulphur in 100 
gallons of spray. 


The 
importance of " covering all 


buds, branches and trunks of the 
trees with the selected spray ma- 
terial .is stressed. Buds that are 
missed now may be a source of in- 
fection next spring, it is pointed 
out. The spray must be applied in 


Tyive freezing temperatures and at 
a' time when the spray will dry be- 
fore freezing". 


The letter concludes: "Leaf curl 


was not severe in 1937 in most 
county orchards. It may be more 
severe in 1938. 
Where leaf curl 


occurred in an orchard this year or 
where a 
clean orchard is located 


near a leaf curl-infested orchard, 
growers are urged to apply this 
spray. It should also be used where 
blossom blight has been severe or 
where peach limbs"now bear brown 
rot cankers.

40 CIVILIANS IN 
NANKING KILLED 
BY JAP AIR RAID 


Shanghai, Nov. 24 
(AP)—Two ' 


Japanese bombing planes protected 
by pursuit craft, dropped a score 
of projectiles today along the main 
thoroughfares of Nanking, killing 
40 civilians. 


It was the first time Japanese 


planes had struck within Nanking's 
walls since September 26. The na- 
tional art gallery was damaged.

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FEDERAL GROUP 
DEMANDS STOCK 
MARKET CHANGE 


Washington, Nov. 24. (AP).—The 


Securities commission, bmntly told 
the New York Stock exchange today 
to get ready for a federal house- 
cleaning unless Wall Streeters them- 
selves will stabilize the market. 


i Chairman W. O. Douglas of the 
commission, accused professional 
traders of accentuating the ups and 
downs of the securities market. He 
called on them to surrender their 
control of the 'exchange to persons 
"who have a clearer public responsi- 
bility." 


Douglas' "or else" statement sur- 


prised Wall Street operators, many 
of whom interpreted it as "an open 
declaration of war" and an attempt 
to place responsibility for market 
breaks on stock exchange members. 


They declared it would mean an 


end to exchange-commission rela- 
tions, as they had existed recently 
outwardly friendly and high-lighted 
by only occasional criticisms. 


Douglas, who became head of the 


8 E.G. in September, said neither the 
stock exchange nor the commission 
should Interfere with normal market 
fluctuations, but added: 


"It may be that we jointly have 


some responsibility to Insulate the 
economic life and business morale of 
the nation against the severity of the 
shocks." 


On Wall Street and hi other ex- 


changes, there were hints that 
Douglas' ultimatum meant the end 
01 brokers' willingness to cooperate 
further with the S.E.C. in its efforts 
to achieve "reform" by regulation. 


Many financiers have complained 


that too much regulation and too 
high taxes caused the shrinkage of 
stock market values. Some talked of 
a possible court test if the commis- 
sion should attempt to increase fed- 
eral regulation. 


The New York Stock exchange's 


president, Charles R. Gay, said in his 
annual report that federal restric- 
tions had hampered trading. He 
never retracted it in the market 
slump that followed. 


Douglas' statement, it was learned 


from a usually informed person, re- 
sulted from refusal to the New York 
exchange to modify in accord with 
commission ideas a reorganization 
-plan which it recently negotiated orr 
its own Initiative. 


Criticizing contentions of profes- 


sional speculators that they tend to 
stabilize the market, buying when 
the puolic gets too panicky and 
-«lling when the public gets too op- 
um^stic, Douglasvsaid-.that, ,on the 
days of the sharp'market changes in 
recent weeks the professionals led 
rather than counteracted the move- 
ments. 


Conduct of the exchange by com- 


mittees of its own members was 
"archaic," he declared, and urged 
employment of impartial experts. 


He insisted restrictions be placed 


on professional speculators operating 
under the privileges granted floor 
traders and that the buying and 
selling influence of small investors 
be given a proportionate effect in the 
larger transactions which determine 
market prices.

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Ford Calls Business Recession 


'Temporary and Artificial' 


Detroit. Nov. 24 CAP). — Henry 


Ford, in an interview today, said 
that the present business recession 
is "temporary and artificial." 


"No one." he said, "need look at 


next year with any uncertainty. The 
present slowdown is not a setback: 
it's the pause before another climb. 
Two things helped to bring it on 
just now and one of them was the 
uncertainty of business regarding 
political interference, but Congress 
is taking care of that. 
The other 


was the stock market fluctuation. 


"Everybody knows the stock mar- 


ket has no permanent effect on busi- 
ness, but it does have an effect on 
the state of mind of the American 
business man who plays the market. 
He often mistakes his personal de- 
pression for a business depression. 
The stock market has no more real 
effect on American business than 
the results of a dog race in Cali- 
fornia." 


A contribution factor to the pres- 


ent "pause." Ford said, has been the 
fact that money too long has been a 
"principal commodity of commerce." 


"Money." he said, "has become a 


business in itself instead of an ad- 
junct to business. 
Money is not 


wealth: wealth is what money buys. 
But that has been turned upside 
down. The present system has got 
us twisted into producing things to 
buy dollars with, when what we need' 
is a money system that will produce 
dollars to buy goods with. 
Under 


the present system the tail wags the 
dog. Money is just part of society's 
transportation system for moving 
goods from man to man. It breaks 
down so often that it is time our 
nnanciail engineers developed a bet- 
ter model." 


The present money system as ex- 


emplified by those "who manipu- 
late it for profit," Ford said, is en- 
tirely out of date, and is in large 
measure responsible for recurring 
business recessions. "It is a system 
that seeks to control labor: wants to 
control government, finance, food, 
industry and even the schools. 


Ford explained that he had no 


overnight panacea 
for what he 


termed the outmoded money system. 
"But any system," lie added, "that 
seeks profits alone is terribly handi- 
capped to begin with." 


'Here is a nation that might be 


the richest nation in the world when 
actually we haven't enough of any- 


have been adequate for society's 
needs many years ago, but no longer 
meets its requirements today." 


A real understanding of the money 


system, Ford said, might well be 
taught in the nation's' schools.
